Chicago, Juno 22.—T ho T aft fo rm s 
in the R epublican aational convention 
fu rth e r dem on strated th eir control of 
th at body. 
T he convention took up 
one by one th e contests from m any 
states and in each instance th e T a ft 
delegates w ere declared entitled to 
their sea ts by m ajorities ranging from 
a high w ater T aft vote of 605 to 464 
to a narrow' m argin of 542 to 529. 
The la tte r vote was in th e Califor­ 
n ia case, 
in 
which 
th e convention 
rules for selection of delegates by 
congressional districts cam e into con­ 
flict with the sta te prim ary law pro­ 
viding for a statew ide vote on all 
delegates. 
T hrough this technicality 
th e T aft forces claimed the tw o dele­ 
g ates from th e Fourth district. 
T h e 
case was b itterly fought and the v ot­ 
ing was followed with th e g reatest in­ 
terest, especially when it was seen 
th a t the T aft people w ere losing m any 
of the d elega tes that had been w ith 
th em in o th e r contests. 
Despite th e fact th a t the Roosevelt 
people 
w ere defeated 
in 
all 
th eir 
fights th ere w as no indication of a 
bolt. 
Som e of the Roosevelt leaders 
had feared th at th e C alifornians m ight 
ta k e m atters into their own hands and 
fail to observe the Roosevelt program 
of sitting through the convention to 
th e end and th en jK)ssibly taking in ­ 
d epen den t 
action. 
But 
th eir 
fears 
proved groundless. 


More Bitterness Probable. 


W hen a d jo u rn m e n t was tak en th e 
Texas and W ashington contest c ase s 
■till rem ained to be dealt w ith and 
th e re was likelihood of m ore b itte r­ 
ness betw een th e opposing forces. 
After th e California case had been 
disposed of th e delegates seem ed to 
be in m uch b e tte r hum or and th ere 
w as m uch fun and m e rrim e n t as the 
m inor 
cases w ere 
pushed 
through 
w ithout serious opposition from th e 
Roosevelt people. 
T h ere w ere m any 
hum orous 
allusions 
to 
the “steam 
ro ller’’ and frequent chorus of “choo, 
choo, choo,” in im itation of th e figura­ 
tive machine. 
For a large part of th e tim e th e 
delegates were in an u proar of laugh­ 
ter. 
T he galleries becam e infected 
and had fun. too. 
M any of th e spec­ 
ta to rs joined in th e yea and nay votes 
.— lifting th eir voices on both sides of , 
the proposition— and all joined, in th e I 
laug hter when C hairm an Root invari­ 
ably ruled: 
“The ayes a p p e a r to have It.” 
S enator Root often joined in th e 
laug hter him self and once d u rin g a 
lull in the proceedings he re m ark ed : |

W hen C alifornia was reached th e j 
old row over th e right of the tw o T aft I 
delegates from th e F ourth d istrict to 
vote was renew ed, 
Governor Jo hnson i 
and Heney protested, while a n um ber 
of delegates called to them 
to sit j 
down, 
T he two Taft delegates w ho have j 
n ev er had the tem erity to sit with th e j 
Roosevelt delegates but have occupied j 
places on the stage voted aye, while ; 
th e twenty-four o th er delegates voted 
no. 
Johnson yelled a protest challenging 
th e right of the contested delegates to 
vote, but was ruled out of order. 
The roll call proceeded without in­ 
cident. 
T he vote of New York and 
then 
of 
North 
Carolina 
w as 
chal­ 
lenged and the delegates were polloi. 
T he vote was 569 ayes, 499 noes, ten 
not voting. 
This was a gain for the 
T aft forces and a distinct loss to the 
Rcoseevlt ad h ere n ts ond the T aft peo­ 
ple applauded and cheered for a m in­ 
ute.

Mr. Roosevelt at its head. 
Colonel Roosevelt, however, refused 
to sanction this plan. 
He did not for­ 
bid it. 
H e still m ain tain s th at he is 
bound to obey th e w ishes of his sup­ 
porters and th a t he is willing, as he 
expressed it in his sta tem en t, "per­ 
sonally to bear th e responsibility." 


Favor* Deferring Final Action. 


He Let it be known, however, that 
he did not regard such an idea as en ­ 
tirely practicable.

He has taken a position

the idea th at so long as the seventy- I 
eight delegates, whom he says are 
his, are not seated 
he cannot be in- : 
fluenced by any act of the national 
convention. 
If the bulk of his delegates choose 
to follow the course which he has 
mapped out he expects to preserve 
the present organization of his forces. 
If only a handful should decide, at the 
final count, to stan d with him, his de­ 
cision will not be influenced. 
Colonel R oosevelt’s only sta tem en t 
in regard to his position was th a t he 
had 
definitely 
stated 
his intentions 
and that th ere could be no chan ge in 
them. 
He would not go fu rth er into 
the details of his probable course of 
action, saying th a t the situation was 
so unsettled th a t neither he n or any 
o th er man could forsee th e ev e n ts of 
the next few days. 


Leaders Hope to Get Through 


Their Labors Today. 


Chicago, Ju n e 22.— T he Republican 
leaders directing th e affairs of th e na­ 
tional convention are going to try to­ 
day to crowd the work of th ree days 
into one. 
W ith p erm anent organiza­ 
tion yet to be effected, with several 
im p ortan t cases yet to be heard, with 
rules to adopt, platform to be th reshed 
out and nom inations for president and 
vice president to be m ade every pos­ 
sible effort will be m ade to dispose of 
the accum ulated business before ad­ 
jo urn m en t of the session is taken. 
The Roosevelt forces have not aban ­ 
doned th eir general fight in th e con­ 
vention by any meant, and a hard 
struggle is in prospect over the T exas
